I was pleasantly surprised by the general restraint of tho "Honor America Day" ral- 
lies. Apparently tho original plan, to nako the Washington celebration a mss avowal of 
suoport for Nixon's Asian policy, wis modified in. the face of criticism 'about polariza- 
tion. Tho eventual Washington affair was not overtly divisive, though it did nark a de- 
finite break with one American tradition. It used to be that patriots worshipped god 
and waved the flag? now thoy worship tho flag and wave god. Billy Graham apparently now 
■ has the status in America that the Archbishop of Canterbury does in England. 

But ' some of the peripheral rallies didn't got tho word. At an "Honor Anerica" ral- 
ly in Great Falls, Montatta, ' the Rev. Richard Dion informed us that "our officials aro 
ordained of God - our Mayor, our President, our Senators.. .The Bible tolls us that with- 
out tho shedding of blood, there is no remission of sins." And in Boston, Albert Eiselo 
of tho Federation of American Citizens of German Descent told a reporter, " Integration ' 
i0".mongrolization and will destroy the country. There's something about the white race, 
the Aryan raco, that is superior." (New York Times, 5 & 6 July 1970.) 

Lester Maddox, star speaker at the above-mentioned July Fourth rally in Boston, is 
not the person to equivocate in the face of a challenge. A Negro group in Macon, a half- 
black Goorgia^ity of 120,000, is boycotting local businesses in order to got more city 
services in black neighborhoods. Maddox' s response was prompt and honcstj ho oadorsod 
with his full support tho local mayor's order to the police: "Shoot to kill." (Now York 
Post . 22 June 1970.) 

Tliis has obvious applications to the national economy. The stock market decline 
could bo reversed immediately if all police were ordered to shoot non-buyers of retail 
^products.

On 15 November 1969, David "Billiard of the Black Panther Party threatened, during a 
speech in California, . to, kill Richard Nixon. Though he has since claimed that this was 
, just "a rhetorical throat", he has been arrested for it, and faces five years in a feder- 
al penitentiary. 

A few months lator, Governor Ronald Reagan threatened obstreprous college students 
in California with death. "If it takes a bloodbath, let's got it over with, no more ap- 
peasement," ho told a meeting of tho Council of California Growers - whp presumably are 
looking forward to -this new method of fertilizing their crops. 

Tho -underground newspaper Tribe tartly points out that "David Hilliard is not in a 
position to implement his. . .throat, . .HonaM'-Roagan is in a position to make good on his 
threat. He can command at his will tho entire armed power of tho State of California." 
Needless to say, while it' is quite properly a crime to threaten the life of tho Presi- 
dent of the United States; it is not a crime to threaten tho lives of a few hundred 
anonymous students. (Rat, 8 May 1970.) ' 

But, it might reasonably be objected, "Hilliard threatened tho life of one identified 
person, while Reagan' did not. However, this sort of thing is apparently sactionod by 
thS federal government if tho infeendod victims are in political opposition to tho Presi- 
dent. This is now being done by, the National Socialist White Citizens Party, tho name 
now being used by Goorgo Lincoln Rockwell's American Nazi Party. Tho NSWCP, thou^i nomi- 
nally headed by a fat little homosexual "named Matthias Koohl, has in recent yoars como 
under the • direction of Dr. William L. Pierce - a physicist, I blush to say - who has pub- 
lically called for the assassination of 'Senators Fulbright, McGovern, and Hatfield. 

Tape recordings of Pierce' s' demand, which appears on a telephone recording of the 
NSWCP's' "dial-a-Rossago" service, have been turned over to the Justice Department. Hoxj«- 
■eves, Mitchell's men have taken no action on this, and plan nono. Wo can only conclude 
that tho government which is prosecuting Hilliard for his throat against Nixon does not 
regard tho actions suggested by Pierce as In any way criminal or blameworthy.
